She wore a brown dress and a tur- 
ban style hat and I was sure if 
was Mrs. McPherson."

Eighteen Senators Submit Petition Ask- 


ing Limitation of Discussion On 
Migratory Bird Bill Following Fili- 
buster—Farm Bloc Backs Step. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—(I. N. S.)—For the second 


time this session cloture was demanded in the senate today. 


Eighteen senators submitted a petition asking for a limi- 


tation of debate on the migratory bird bill, on which a fili- 
buster has developed. Under the rules, the senate must vote 
at 1 o'clock Tuesday on limiting debate. 


Farm bloc senators, who were in- 


strumental in circulating the peti- 
tion,'charged that the filibuster was 
blocking action on the agrarian re- 
lief legislation.

COUNTRY.

The Incident i* most regrettable and deplorable. 
It will reflect no credit upon Nebraska or upon 


• the hard-pressed and desperate farmers, who have 


been striving valiantly for nearly three years now to 


•- avert impending ruin. On the contrary it will only 
: serve to aggravate a. bad situation; to lead to further 


• lack of understanding between the Department of 
' Interior at Washington and the irrigation farmers in 


the North Platte valley. 


The part ot wisdom In this crisis which has arisen 


' calls for cool-headed and moderate action. Nebraska 


Is a law-abiding state. She has no use for mob rule, 


• for lawlessness and for violence It is a grave temp- 
tation to give voice to indignation while one sit« Idly 
by and sees the crops which he has planted with such 
care die for want of moisture, while the irrigation 


1 canals carrying water for the district are running bank- 


full. But It Is futile to talk about forcing the head- 
gates of the ditches; foolish to give vent to anger in 
the fashion it found expression Thursday night. 


There are individual instances where the govern- 


ment's position in refusing to turn on water until pay- 
ments in arrears have been made Is well taken. There 
are some Isolated cases where farmers have wilfully 
refused to meet their obligations, with the deliberate 
Intention of beating the government out of this money. 
But they are few and far between. In tho large ma- 
jority of cases where delinquent water rents have not 
been paid, the failure has been due to inability to pay. 
The Irrigation farmers in the North Platte valley 
passed through three hard years after the first wave 
of depression hit the central west They were farm- 
ing high-priced land They were making excessively 
heavy payments for water rights and at the same 
time carrying a. crushing burden in 
maintenance 


charges 
If the government had shown the settlers 


the same concern which it has exhibited for other in- 
terests, it would have bestirred itself in their behalf 
months ago. 


* I* * 


Nor can the government escape responsibility for 


the mistakes of its engineers. 


They underestimated the cost of the North Platte 


Irrigation project. 


As originally projected, the North Platte farmers 


were led to believe the construction cost would be 
$85 per acre. The original plans were modified and 
thousands of acres of outlying land were taken In, 
representing a much heavier -yrpense. To the original 
estimate of $35, another $20 AMIS added, and then a 
second increase, bringing the cost to $70. Practically 
the same situation prevails in operation and main- 
tenance charges. They have been from 50 to 100 per- 
cent greater than the government engineers indicated. 


The load which some of these farms Is endeavor- 


Ing to carry may be gleaned from the figures on a 
typical 160 acre tract. Construction charges for three 
yoars averaged $500 a year. To this must be added 
delinquent interest aggregating $250. Operation and 
maintenance charges for the same period were slightly 
under $750. with another $100 added for unpaid in- 
terest. For this quarter section then, there is a going 
charge of a thousand dollar a year. At present prices 
of farm pioduce there is little wonder that irrigation 
farming has been confronted with an insurmountable 
problem. 


In behalf of the irrigation fan .er it may be most 


strongly urged that he has been the victim of mis- 


repreeehtatlon. • He wa* led to believe that hla water 
rights would coat him so much, and when tha work 
la completed, he finds the figure doubled upon him. 
The government should not be a party to such a trans, 
action. It should foot the IOM out of it* own pocket. 
It ha* wasted and squandered millions In other ways 
—there la no logical reason ,why it should charge up 
It's own mistakes to the men and women who have 
converted a desert into a garden. 


Wa*hlngton can do no lew than ahow the greatest 


generosity in dealing with theae people. 


NOT A DETRIMENT TO TRADE., 


Traffic conditions Jn Lincoln have been generally 


satisfactory since the signal lights were Installed upon 
downtown streets, and boulevard stop* placed along 
heavily traveled thoroughfares. There have been fewer 
accidents and lea* congestion. 


If further changes are necessary, it Is suggested 


that attention will be principally centered upon th 
parking problem. It la reasonable to expect there will 
be a further increase in the number of cars owned in 
Lincoln and 
surrounding territory. 
Responsible 


authorities aay the saturation point has not been 
reached but that at leaat 25 percent more cars will ,be 
operated In America ten years hence than at the 
present time. 


During certain hour* ol the day under the 2-hour 


parking limit which now prevail*. It Is difficult t^ 
tlnd space now. It may become necessary to further. 
restrict parking privileges or abolish them tin the 
business district altogether in the next ten years. This 
condition has already been reached in a great many 
of the larger cities. Chicago haa had'a ban against 
parking on the principal business streets. Four of the 
argest retail establishments 
In that city have, re- 


cently completed a survc- to determine what effect 
the parking restriction had on their business. After 
a very thorough' investigation they found It was not 
detrimental to trade according to Elmer T. Stevens, 
chairman of the street traffic committee of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce. 


Conditions of trade here are not comparable to 


Chicago but in view of probable developments in the 
next few years, it might be well for the city com- 
mission to be Investigating conditions elsewhere. Tru 
parking problem in more aggravated form is certain 
o make Its appearance in the next few years. 


POSTAL EMPLOYES' PENSIONS. 


Reference in this column to the civil service em- 


ployes' retirement bill created the impression the 
lostal pension law represented a drain upon the fed- 
eral treasury. Such is not the fact.' The postal pen- 
ion law designed to be self-supporting and has proved 
o be adequately provided for in the contributions 
vhlch those who share in its benefits upon their re- 
irement make during the term of their active service. 
At the present time the postal pension fund has a 
iurplus of $50,000,000. 


Under the provisions of the old law, each postal 


,rnploye eligible for a pension made aa annual contrl- 
jution of 2% percent of his yearly salary to the fund. 
That was on the basis of a maximum pensio_n allow- 
.nce of $720 a year. The new measures increase this 
amount. The bill which passed the house provided 
or a maximum pension of $1,060 a year, and likewise 
ncreased the contribution which each employe should 
make to the pension fund to 3 percent of the yearly 
alary. The senate bill, which has passed the upper 
Branch, provides a $1,200 maximum and increases the 
.seessment to 4 percent. 


There is nothing fundamentally wrong with the 


jenslon system so long as it is placed on this basis, 
n fact, the idea incorporated in the postal pension 
s mis-named. It Is in fact enforced saving since the 
unds which create this pension come omt of the earn- 
ngs of those who receive the benefits. The objection 
o the pension has been that it is generally inter- 
acted to represent a raid upon the already strained 
iublic treasury. Such a system is vicious. But the 
jostal plan has met these objections and represents 
he most enlightened thought upon the subject.

Tho Moros 
refused a proffer of peace by Gov- 
ernor General Wood several months 
ago.The constabulary expects to con- 
tinue its campaign until the Moro 
outlaws in the Lano area are wiped 
out.

world, the institution devoting more 
time to collection of tithes and sell- 
ing of wool than in religious serv- 
ice."As the head 
of the religious 


house became a ligure in public life, 
so the head of the educational foun- 
dations of the twentieth century is 
constantly thrown Into the life ol 
the community. He speaks at all 
meetwigs of the alumni; gives ad- 
dresses outside of his state. He is 
in demand everywhere, 
in 
public 


affairs and party politics. He exer- 
cises autocratic powers over the in- 
stitution. 
As the religious houses 
became business organizations, so 
today there is the college with its 
agricultural, 
industrial and com- 


mercial problems. The goldeci age 
is not always the age of nrosperity." 


World Better Off. 


The speaker then turned to com- 


mon charges that as a result of 
modern education children are not 
learning the fundamentals, stand- 
ards of art and literal re are beins 
lowered and music supplanted by 
jazz. This he explained by pointing 
out that where once the select few 
wont to school, now almost every 
child does, and .in reality the world 
as a whole is better off. 
In answer to the question of 
whether the university student Is 
prepared to take 
his pla_ce in the 


world, he charged that persons who 
make that criticism place education 
upon a purely vocational standard. 


"Did 
you ever hear of tire fathers 


of our country establishing educa- 
tional institutions in order that our 
graduates might make more money? 
The fact is that the 
college man 


must serve 
an 
apprenticeship In 


business. No school can produce a 
perfect product." 


The college Is not responsible for 
the sins and vires of modern life, 
he declared. 
"Those who promote 


culture are not responsible for this 
state of affairs. The desire to make 
money is the cause of the situation. 
There arc more people of low men- 
tality than high, and by producing 
an article which appeals to 
the 
largest number, those of lower ideals 
and those controlled by their feel- 
ings, more money is made. Society 
is responsible nmd not the schools. 
"Take away your schools 
and 


your colleges and what sort of world 
would-we be living in? No, there is 
much more in life than the. mere 
making of money. When John Har- 
vard gave half of his estate. 1.700 
pounds or $8,500, to establish Har- 
vard, it wan not to increase 
the 
earning power of men but to in- 
sure the continuance 
ot" cultured 


ministry and to fit young people for 
spiritual leadership. 


"If the colleges and universities 


of America continue to rise above 
the seductions of filthy lucre the 
analogy between tho institutions of 
today and the churches of the mid- 
dle apes will not be comrjiete. They 
will maintain their culture and their 
ideals. This country will not fall 
like Rome if this standard is main- 
tained. 
The hope of the country, 


of the world, of ourselves and all 
our children is in maintenance and 
support of our colleges and churches 
and the upholding nnd elevating of 
their 
purposes, 
ambitions 
and 
ideals."

Our bright young'men of the east 
therefore, were to be occupied with 
the family- honor and the problem1 
of finishing third just for the sake 
of appearances. 
The problem was 
created by the fact , that a third 
coast entry, California, was in the 
field, this being sufficient to sus- 
pect an eastern shut out. Seeming- 
ly, the east is all out of runners 
who run and jumpers who jump^ at 
one 
and the same fortunate mo- 


ment. 
East Pack In' Ruck. 


For five of the last six years, 
California track teams have been 
coming to the eastern champion- 
ships 
and taking 
home the big 
money, almost without contest. It 
remained for 
1926, however, to 


furnish the 
back-breaking straw 
usually 
associated with the mis- 


fortunes 
of well and favorably 


known camel. It may oe that we 
are to be blanked completely. 


The" writer's form sheet, based 
upon the performances In yester- 
day's trials, showed Southern Cali- 
fornia with a "paper profit" of 3-1 
points, Stanford with 31, Califor- 
nia with 21, Harvard with 19 and 
Yale with 19. The.rest of them are 
neither worthy of your time nor 
mine.

were no worse than even, viewed 
from their most melancholy -angle. 


Harvard Good In Distances. 


Harvard will score heavily in the 


mile with Walters and Haegerty, 
and In the two-mile with Tibbets, 
although the latter has yet to con- 
vince the writer that he Is a bet- 
ter man than Loucks of Syracuse. 
Miller in both sprints, Kane in tho 
quarter, and Walters in the halt 
may be able to shade their best 
time enough to carry the Crimson 
into third place in the point totals.
